About seventy-five answers 
have been received to the circular sent out by 
the unjon to manufacturers and business-men, 
asking for general information in regard to 
their business, as to how many males and fe- 
males employed; bow may chilaren; whether 
paying by the piece or not: whetner favoring 
the eigut-hour system, ete.: the object being 
to get the sentiment of the employers. The 
union will probably wait some time longer for 
more answers, when the letters will be pub- 
lished. So far not one employer has objected 
to the eight-hour system. The union is hold- 
ing itself in readinessto join in the grand 
eight-hour demonstration to be held April 10, 
but will pot gofuniess invitea} A committee will 
be appointed next week to call on Sea. The 
Fair, Pardridges’, the Boston Store, and others 
to try and induce them to dispense with the 
employment of child labor. It was resolved 
to make May 1 a holiday and hold a large demon- 
stration that day. A telegram of sympathy 
was ordered sent to the strikers in the South- 
western railroad troubles. 


The Paper-Hangers. 

A number of paper-hangers held a meeting 
yesterday afternoon at No. 81 Randolph street 
to discuss the advisability of joining the 
Knights of Labor. Mr. E. Parker presided. 
The object was not to disturb or in any man- 
ner interfere with the existing Paper-Hangers’ 
Protective Association, but more especiaily to 
work among those who are not members of 
any organization. A committee was appoint- 
ed to discuss with the existing Protective As- 
sociation the advisability of reorganizing as 
Knights of Labor. Another meeting will be 
called by this committee, at which they will re- 
port. 


Eight Hours for Salesmen, 
CHICAGO, April 2.—({Editor of The Tribune.) 
—The absorbing question of the day among 
the world’s toilers is, ‘‘Sball we work to live 
or live to work?“ It is on that question I beg 


to address you on behalf of the thousands of 
our people engaged in the wholesale and retail 
stores in this city and to solicit your aid in 
raising the cry for civilized hours of work in 
this age of civilization and give us space in 
your columns to plead for the eight-hour sys- 
tem. Let any one look into our wholesale and 
retail houses before 8:30 a. m. and give an 
bonest opinion as to the need for the em- 
ployés being there; then. again. after 5:30 p. 
m., and say whether, for all the good that is 
being accomplished in the way of trade, 


the employés might not as well be on 
the way to their homes. The bulk 
of trade is done between the 


hours of 10 a. m. and 4 p. m. So that, allowing 
one hour and a halt extra in the morntag. and 
an hour at night—viz.: from 8:80 a. m. to 5 p. 
m., and half an hour for lunch, all the volume 
of business could be as readily handled. Buy- 
ers would quickly fall into the system, and, in- 
stead of loitering customers, we sbould have 
activity, and time would go more pleasantly 
and just as profitably. In Wholesale stores, 
from 7:30 to 8:30 a. m., What is the ordinary 
condition? Some saiesmen are in groups, wait- 
ing for trade or talking, some reading the pa- 
pers, others smoking, all killing time. Why? 
The buyers bave not put in an appearance. 
The employés bave had a burried breakfast, a 
scamper to caton trains or cars to be there at 
an bour when they can accomplish nothing, 
only to meet to kill time for two bours, which 
is more wearisome than the after exertions of 
the day. In retail stores clerks arrive at 7:30 
to 8 a. m. They do a little dusting, and make 
a display uf goods, and then wai until weary 
for customers to arrive. Is it a wonder they 
are dispirited and perhaps cross? It is plain 
enough did one give it athought. The hours 
are too long. Business with them is rarely 
commenced before 10 o’clock and ig nearly 
always over by 4 or 4:30. 

Salesmen and saleswomen are an intelligent 
class. The majority are of good education and 
refined manners and tastes, and as ft is not all 
of life to work, eat, and sieep they demand 
proper hours of recreation. Under existing 
rules thousands scarcely see the suntight in 
winter time outside of the stores except Sun- 
days. As the brain is more taxed in this stare 
of the world's history, and one's worth is 
valued by its activity, therefore it is only right 
that we should demand for it recreation, which 
to that sensitive organ is rest; and, in order to 
enjoy that rest, we appeal for shorter hours 
for business, and at the same time give to busi- 
ness all tnat is necessary—eight hours a day.

A meeting of shoe-cutters was held at No. 91 
Washington street for the purpose of organiz- 
ing. Mr. J. M. Foley cf the Trades Assembly 
was present and spoke on the benefits of or- 
ganization and the priaciples of the Knights 
of Labor. The meeting discussed the question 
whether it should organize as a union or as an 
assembly of Knights, but did not come to a 
final conclusion. 

A numerously-attended meeting of gilders, 
mounters, and others connected with the pict- 
ure-frame business was heid yesterday fore- 
noomat No. 636 Milwaukee avenue. The or- 
ganization of a Picture Frame Employés’ Pro- 
tective Association was completed by the en- 
rollment of nearly 200 members in addition to 
fifty-two received the precedimg Sunday.

AN ALLEGED HEIRESS IN PRISON, 


Mrs. Maria P. Evans Arrested on the 
Charge of Forging a Will to Obtain Pos- 
session of the Property Left by Myra 
Clark Gaines. 

New OrvEans, La., April 4.—|Special.j—For 
nearly fifty years Mrs. Myra Clark Gaines was 
before the country as a litigant, claiming the 
estate of Daniel Clark, a New Orleans mer- 
chant and delegate in Congress from 
the Territory of Orleans in 1806. The Su- 
preme Court of tne United States many 
years ago settled the question in her favor; 
yet sbe died in comparatively straitened cir- 
cumstances. When she died two wills were 
presented for probate—one by the natural 
neirs ot Mrs. Gaines, represented by her son- 
in-law, James Y. Christmas, and the other 
by Mrs. Maria P. Evans, which con- 
stituted her the legatee of the estate. 
Judge Houston decided not to probate either, 
ruling that the estate should be administered 
according to the laws and statutes of Louisi- 
ana. The case was taken to the Su- 
preme Court, where the ruling of the 
lower court was affirmed, and the higher trib- 
unal deciared the will presented by Mrs. Evans 
to be a forgery. The matter was brought to 
the attention of the grand jury, which last 
Friday returned a true bill against Mrs. Evans. 
She was arrested last night at ber bome in 
Carrollton and locked up. Her bail is fixed at 


$20, 000.

A SMOLDERING VOLCANO. 


THE 


CITIZENS OF FORT WORTH FA- 
CING A GREAT DANGER. 


Eight Companies of Soldiers Congregated 
There—The Strikers. Coming in from 
Every Direction—The City Selected as a 
Place for Testing the Strength of the 
Opposing Forces—An Underhanded Game 
at St. Louis—Gould’s Views. 

Fort Worth, Tex., April 4.—/Special.|—All 
| day troops have been coming into the city and 
‘still more are on the way. For the first time 
since the strike freight-trains have been 
moved on the Missouri Pacific at this point 
without interruption. There are now 
here eight companies from the Towns 
of Dallas, Austin, Decatur, Sherman, 
Cleburne, and Alvarado, besides.the Crawford 
Battery from Dallas and a detachment of 
Rangers under Capt. McMurray, the noted 
scout and frontiersman. In all there are 
about 250 organized troops, not including citi- 
zens, all armed with repeating rifies of the best 
patterns and double-barreled shotguns. The 
whole force is under the command of Adju- 
tant-General W. F. King. The Union Depot is 
headquarters for them all and is jocularly 
termed the seat of war.“ 

A few arrests were made today for violating 
the injunction against the strikers last Friday. 
The strikers are gathering here from other 
points. A number from Bonham are known 
to have arrived this morning, and they 
are said to be coming from other towns 


in the State. Last night eighteen men, 
armed with Winchesters, camped near 
the Texas & Pacific track a short 


distance east of town. Itis thought most of 
the strikers’ force 1s outside of town and an at- 
tack will be made on some central point, just 
as the attack of Saturday was made. Adju- 
tant-General King anticipated some movement 
of this king, but will say nothing definit. The 
mere fact that heavy artillery is being 
brought shows that the authorities fear the 
worst. 

The strikers, having been enjoined to keep 
away from the yaras of the Missouri Pacific 
Company, which are guarded by the soldiers, 
were congregated in.little knots about saloon 
corners today discussing the situation. When- 
ever an outsider approached they ceased talk- 
ing. That they are desperate may be judged 
from the following notice, many copies of 
which were found about the depot: 

To Trainmen of the Freight Department: Please 
do not sacrifice your lives by being shoved out on 
trains by Government officers or Gould’s petty 
officers. Last call! Fair warning! UETERMINED. 

The feeling among the strikers is exceedingly 
bitter against Jim Courtright, a noted Texas 
desperado, for the part be has taken in helping 
to run out the trains. Courtright is now under 
indictment for murder committed in New 
Mexico several years ago and acquired a 
State reputation for the shrewd manner in 
which he got away from a company of Rangers 
while under arrest in Fort Worth. He is one 
of the gamest men on earth, and bas apparent- 
ly settled down into a quiet citizen and thrown 
all his effort on the side of law instead of 
against it as of yore. 

Rumors are floating about that the strikers 
will not try to do anything as long as the 
troops remain bere, but as soon as they go 
away will resume their old tactics of obstruc- 
ton. Some say they will, rather than give 
up, as a last resort go to ditching 
trains and burning bridges. They are a set of 
very desperate men and many think the trouble 
has just begun. The Mayor, in view ot the 
situation, has issued bis proclamation closing 
all the saloons in the city until Wednesday. 

One of the strikers, a man named Pierce, 
who was in the fight with the officers, was 
picked up dead on the prairie near town. 

District-Judge Peckham was calied into con- 
sultation with the railroad officials this morn- 
ing, the result being that about 12 o'clock a 
freight-train was sent south under guard of 
the Grayson Rifles and a special force of fifteen 
citizens. Another train was at once made up 
and sent north, also under guard, and at 5 
o'clock a third train pulled out, going south. 

The wounded officers, Snead and Fulford, are 
still alive. The funeral ot Dick Townsend, 
the officer who was killed in the fight, occurred 
today, and was largely attended. 

No one is allowed to stand on the strects. 
The officers are in citizens’ dress, and nearly 
every man in town not known as a striker bas 
a permit to carry concealed weapons. 

The depot and yards at Fort Worth were 


guarded last night by over 200 citizens called 


into service by the Mayor’s proclamation, and 
the streets were patrolled by armed men. 
There was greatfear of fire during the night 
and extra precautions were taken on 
that account. One hundred firemen were 
in waiting at the engine-houses, and the fires 
at the pumping-stations were kept up to a 
high point all night. Offers of aid were sent 
from surrounding points, and engines were 
kept in order to move at a moment's notice 


An Underhand Trick by the Railroad Offi. 
cials to Bring Disgrace on the Strikers. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., April 4.—[Special.}—A most 

sensational episede of the strike developed to- 

night in the arrest of a telegraph operator 
named Frank P. McKeigban. A week ago 

Thomas Furlong, chief of the Gould secret 

service, called at the office of the Chief of 

Police and compiained that the private wire 

over which the messages between Messgrs. 

Gould and Hoxie went was being tapped at some 

point in the city, and when he located the 

tappers he wanted. the aid of the regular po- 
lice in effecting their arrest. Chief Harrigan 
promised aid, and a few days later Detective 

Furlong and M. F. McDonald, an attorney 

for Gould, called and said they were certain 

that Martin Irons, A. M. Sullivan, and A. C. 

Coughlin, the Chairmen of the three district 

assemblies, were in the conspiracy. 

The arrest of McKeighan tonight and his 

confession is a terrible arraignment of the 

railroad authorities. McKeighan says that 
about ten days ago he was employed as a de- 
tective by Mr. Furlong. with instructions to 
get into the confidence of the Knights of Labor, 
and when the prover time arrived to sug- 
gest the tapping of the wire. He 
was especiaily instructed to get into 
the good graces of Martin Irons and to join the 
order and bring in other telegraphers. He did 
join and attended meetings, and a few days 
ago told a number of Knights that be had dis- 
covered the private wire between Hoxie 
and Gould and had a good notion to tap 
it. A Knight of Labor named Nichols, who is 
an expert operator, volunteered to do the work 
with him. He reported progress of the scheme 
to Furlong, and purchased a number of instru- 

ments and placed them in the third story of a 

house at No. 2327 Market street, Mcheighan 

claiming that the wire was on a pole about ten 
feet from the window. A temporary loop was 
made, and Nichols found that it was the wire. 

He reported the fact to the assemblies and it 

was discussed, but McKeighban doesn't 

Know what action was 2 He said 

bis duty ie to ure Martin 

Irous into the room. He requested Nichols 

to impress upon Irons the advantages to be 

gained from the loop, and Nichols said he dia, 
but that Irons looked on the scheme with 
suspicion. MecKeighan finally made another 
loop himself and invited Irons and Coughlin to 
come up and see the thing work. Meantime, 
Detective Furiong and Attorney McDonald, 
who were kept posted by their spy, had secured 
the services of three policemen and 
ten of the detectives in the employ 
of the raiiroad. They watched the house 
by turns night and day. McKeighan bad 
agreed with Furlong upon a code of signals. 

Strange to say, Furiong got the stories of the 

house mixed. Friday night he was notified 

that alamp was burning brightly in a window 
of the second-story front—the signal for a raid. 

He collected two or three officers and a dozen of 

his own men, and, supposmg Irons and the 

others were in the room, made a dash into the 
house. They broke down the doors and entered 
the room, only to find a frightened woman 


working at a sewing-macnine. Then they 
ran upstairs and found no one in 
the room but McKeighan. He was 


arrested and let go, and Furlong cursed his 
biundering. The two policemen notified Chief 
Harrigan of what bad taken place and the 
chief grew suspicious. He put all the detect- 
ives to work, and today McKeighan was ar- 
rested and confessed that the whole scheme was 
u put-up job to cause the arrest of tne Knights 
and disgrace and dishonor their cause. His 
confession covers two newspaper columns, and 
he gives all details. He says he does not know 
of bis own knowledge that Irons promised to 
come, but was told by other Knights that both

A Talk with Jay Gould—He Thinks the 
Knights Are Weak. 

New York, April 4.—([Special.]—Jay Gould 
dropped into the Windsor Hotel this afternoon 
and spent about two hours talking by wire 
with his lieutenants in Missouri: and Texas. 
“The strike on our railroads is practically 
over,“ he said. Its backbone is broken. It 
will be a thing of the past very soon, I 
have been astonished at some of the 
revelations that have come through tne 
recent disturbances, but nothing has been so 
surprising as the proof that I bave bad of the 
weakness of the Knights of Labor. They huve 
no such organization as I nad supposed. Their 
demonstrations and assertions bad led me to 


believe them not only formidable, but prac- 
tically unconquerable. Recent history has 
proved this idea all false, They 
are not strong: they are weak; 


they are readily overcome. SO great was my 
apprehension as to the strength of the Knights 
of Labor, and so great was my fear of what 
might come from a fight made by them, 
that for over a year we have been 
carrying hundreds of men on the Missouri Pa- 
cific pay-rolis for whom we really had no need; 
we were paying them their wages only because 
we were apprehensive of an extreme emergency 
to follow astrike by the Knights. Now we 
find that the money spent in this way 
was practically wasted. We bad no such things 
to fear as we anticipated. Up to this time we 
have taken back just twenty-five men who 


have been active in these strike trou- 
bles at St. Louis. We can get ali the 
men we want without having to 


call upon a single one of the strikers. We have 
decided to give the men in East St. Louis until 
1 o’clock Monday afternoon to return to work— 
sucb a number of them, at least, as we require. 
Our minds are made upto bring this whole 
business to an end right away. The pubiic 
patience is worn out; we cannot afford to be 
aa guilty of trifling in 60 grave a situa- 
on.“

Sefior Don Juan Valera, who is about to leave, 

ranks high among Spanish writers and schol- 

ars. He is a dignified, liberal-minded gentle- 
man, a kindly entertainer, and a man who has 
thoroughly studied foreign affairs. Emilio de 

Muruagua is a worthy successor, having spent 

his life in the diplomatic service. After act- 

ine as Secretary of Legation at several of the 

European Embassies, and serving as Minister 

at St. Petersburg during the Ambassador’s ab- 

sence, he received the Mexican mission, from 
which he has now been promoted to Washing- 
ton. 

People are all agog to see if this new diplo- 
mat ies the same Muruagua who nearly half a 
century ago, as a sprig ot a boy, created an 
unwonted sensation here. Oid settlers well 
remember an attaché of the name. The mill 
ionaire banker, Corcoran, had an only daugh- 
ter, the heiress and belle of the region. The 
young Spaniard fell in love with her ducats. 
She favored the suit. Papa forbade bim the 
house. Mr. Corcoran was a frequent diner- 
out. As soon as he was well out of sicht Sefior 
Muruagua, armed with his guitar, would 
emerge from the shrubbery in Lafayette 
square and scaie the high wall surrounding 
the Corcoran gardens which the vulgar eye 
could not penetrate. Here the curtain falls. 
The servants were all bribed, and negroes 
are prone anyhow to encourage the innocent 
lovemaking of their young masters. One even- 
ing the banker dressed, glanced at au anony- 
mous letter, drove off to a triend’s house, dis- 
missed his carriage, naming a late hour for it 
to call. There sat the lovers in the snuggery 
at home, cooing as unconcernedly as two doves 
in acote. The iatcn of the front door clicked, 
the parlor door opened with a jerk. O papa!” 
screamed Lulie. The affrighted diplomat crept 
under the piano, howiiag. The servants were 
summoned, and Senor don Emilio was pulled 
out by the foot, squealing like a pig. The 
stern philanthropist led the poor boy to the 
door, and kicked the young grandee vigorously 
down the front steps. Mr. Corcoran, the noble 
benefactor of countless sufferers, always 
vowed his daughter should never marry a for- 
eigner. The little episode had the desired ef- 
fect. Louise Corcoran later wedded a young 
Louisianian of fine presence, distinguished 
family, and accomplishments.

THE LITERARY BELLE NOW AT THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL.

Though Beautiful, She Can Write, and Occa- 
sionally Talks to Old Men—Pen-Picture 
of the Young Virginia Woman Who 
Wrote “A Brother to Dragons Mrs. 
Dahlgren Will Write a Novel About 
Chicago—Mias Cleveland. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 3.—jSpecial.|— 
Miss Amelia Reeves, the author of A Brother 
to Dragons. which occupied the opening pages 
of the March Atlantic Monthly, is in this city 
on a visit to the wife of Representative Ran- 
dolph Tucker of Virginia. Believers in the 
theory that literary women are necessarily 
ugly or unattractive in appearance will for- 
ever abandon the idea when they see the new 
literary star. Descended from one of the 
“first families of Virginia,” she has all the 
personal charms and graces of manner which 
bave long distinguished the F. F. V.“ She 
is a little above the medium bight, 
slender and willowy. She has one of 
those figures whose very lines are poetry, 
Her face is longer than the strict laws of beau- 
ty allow, but itis faultless in contour. She 
has large brown eyes, whose expression is 
roguish rather than intellectual; an olive com- 
plexion and black hair which falls in waves 
about the prettiest little pink ears in the 
world. Ine chief charm of the young novelist, 
however, lies in berconversation. At a recent 
reception given by Mrs. Tucker sue proved 
herself to be the most versatile talker that so- 
clety has met with in many years. In the be- 
ginning of the evening she was the centre of a 
group of girls who listened as if . fascinated to 
her description of the court dresses she 


had seen in England last season. A few 
minutes afterwards she was sitting 
in a eoorner with the mother of 


Attorney-General Garland, delighting, the aged 
woman with anecdotes of some old Virginia 
families. Later in the evening she was holding 
a spirited discussion with Randolph Tucker 
and Senator-elect Danie! on the merits of the 
Blair Educational bill, of the provisions of which 
she showed a very comprehensive knowledge, 
Only to the young men was she reserved. She 
dealt entirely in the polite society nothings 
when circumstances brought her into conver- 
sation with any of them. The dandies were 
disgusted when, after her cold yes and 
„no“ and indeed!“ to them, she would enter 
into an eager talk with some old lawmaker, her 
beautiful Southern face glowing with excite- 
ment and her dark eyes flashing forth her 
thoughts before they were uttered. It is said 
that more than one son of a distinguished sire 
ia already smitten with her charms. It is to 
be feared, though, that their love-longings will 


be vain. Miss Reeves has the reputation 
of being invulnerable to the shafts of love. 
With ber ample fortune—said to be $200,000— 
her beauty, and her talents, she might have 
selected long ago from several distinguishea 
Virginia suitors, but she bas steadfastly de- 
clined all offers of marriage. It is said that 
she bas announced ber intention never to 
marry for the queer reason that she “thinks 
too much of all men to centre her affections in 
one. Like all brilliant women Miss Reeves bas 
her eccentricities. She will dress only in 
black. What is more surprising still, she dis- 
likes flowers, and will not wear one under any 
circumstances. She is as fond of diamonds as 
an actress. A diamond hair-brooch, a dia- 
mond breastpin, and several diamond rings are 
only a part of the precious stones on her 
person. Though she is only 25 years 
old, sbe eschews the prevaiimg fashion 
of bangs and frizzes. Her hair is always 
combed in waves from the middle of the head 
straight down to the ears. A few wandering 
curls on the forehead would certainly add to 
her beauty, but she thinks otherwise. Those 
bo know her intimately say that she has less 
vanity than any beautiful woman in Washing- 
ton. ’ 

The hours which Miss Reeves bas selected 
tor her literary work are from 11 p. m. till Zor 
3 a. m. She is a firm believer in Julian Fane’s 
diotum: Every thougbt that has taken a 
place in the literary treasury of the ages was 
conceived beneath the quiet stars.“ It is hard 
to imagine this lovely woman at wearisome lit- 
erary work. The liveliest imagination would 
find it aifficult to picture that fair brow 
wrinkled with thought, or those laughing eyes 
troubled with what Michelot called “ liter- 
ary incubation.”’ And then, how could 
any one fancy those little feet stamp- 
ing impatiently, and those ruby lips giving vent 
to cross exclamations when thoughts refuse to 
arrange themselves in proper sequence anda 
when, on looking over a page, she finds the 
seutences as notchy as a boy’s hair coming 
from beneath the maternal shears? But per- 
haps women are not addicted to the physical 
contortions observable in male literary work- 
ers. Few peuple here know that Miss Reeves’ 
sudden step into fame is due, in a great meas- 
ure, to Mrs. Admiral Dahlgren, the society star 
and novelist. The Virginia girl bad been only 
amusing herself with letters before she met 
Mrs. Dablgren at Hagerstown, Md., abouta year 
ago. After the meeting the two women became 
close friends. Miss Reeves was invited to 
spend a month at Mrs. Vahigren’s South Mount- 
ain summer home. While there Miss Reeves 
wrote the first chapters of A Brother to 
Dragons and showed them to her friend. 
The hostess was delighted with the subject 
and the treatment and urged that the story be 
completed and put into the bands of a pub 
lisher. Miss Reeves resisted for some time, 
but finally yielded. She finished the work be- 
fore Christmas last and sent it to the oditor of 
the Atlantic Monthly, by whom it was at once 
accepted. Mrs. Dahlgren bas great pride in 
her protégé. She speaks of the Virginia girl 
as the coming American novelist as well as 
the most beautiful woman she knows. In 
view of the fact that literary-workers in the 
same field are generally jealous of one another 
this generous praise is unique. 

Mrs. Dahigren is herself àu handsome woman 
and a writer of merit. Since the death of ber 
late husband, Admiral Dahigren, United States 
navy, she has given a great deal of 
her time to penwork. Her first work was a lite 
of Col. Ulrie Dahlgren, the gallant young 
soldier who was slain on the banks of the 
James when about to make a daring attempt 
to enter the Confederate Capital with a hand- 
ful of men at his back. This was followed by 
u volume of Legends of South Mountain,” 
which the critics treated kindly. A novel, 
from her pen, caricaturing Washington socie- 
ty, appeared winter before last. Everybody 
remembers the sensation it caused. Most of 
the ivaders of society figured in its pages, and 
their personalities were as thinly veiled as the 
characters in Lord Beaconsfield’s ‘* Lotpair.”’ 
Mrs. Dablgren is now in Philalelphia. where 
she is spending the season, and, as 
many think, collceting materials for a 
novel on the people of the Quaker City. 
It 18 estimated, too, that itis her intention to 
pass next winter in New York with a similar 
purpose and then turn her eyes towards Chr. 
cago for pastures fresh. The literary society 
which once flourished here, and of whicb 
President Garfiela,,George Bancroft, Senator 
Sherman, Senator Ingalis, and other public 
men were members, has declined since the de- 
parture from tbe Capital of Mrs. Dahigren, who 
was its head and front. Itis likely to decline 
still further, as Mrs. Dahlgren will not reénter 
Wasbington social circies. Her summers are 
passed in her castie home overlooking the 
battie-field of South Mountain. Sbe owns tne 
whole country around for miles. The old 
turreted mansion is kept in a style that re- 
calis feudalism. No less than thirty servants 
are employed by Madame about the house, 
while all the workers iu the neighborhood draw 
sustenance from her lands. She calls her em- 
ployés ** my people, and they speak of her as 
“the lady of the castle.“ Her power over the 
people is queenly, and queenly indeed is she ia 
person. Tall, stately, and commanding, she 
brings to mind the noble women of Scott's 
novels, and, to a stranger, appears out of piace 
in this leveling nineteenth century. Sue bas 
no children, no near relatives, and lives all 
alone in the quiet grandeur of ber summer 
home. During her last winter in Washington 
she received offers of marriage from one Sen- 
ator and at least three Congressmen. There 
were timid suitors, too, who were frightened 
off by her extreme stateliness. Why, her very 
name—Madeline Viuton Dahigren—is a bar to 
the advances of timidity. 

Besides Mrs. Dahlgreu and Miss Reeves, very 
few women who bave figured in Wasbington 
society of late years have any literary ability. 


something of an intellectual woman: so are 
Mrs. Logan and Mrs. Morrison.

It might be remarked here that 
Miss Cleveland has not given up literary work.

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THE FLOODED SOUTH. 


An Extremely Critical Situation Along the 
Cumberland—Families Driven from Their 
Homes—Other Rivers Still Rising. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 4.—{Specia!.]—The 

situation along the Cumberland is critical in 

the extreme. One inch of rain fell at Point 

Burnside last night, resulting in an alarming 

rise during the day. At 10 o’clock this morn- 

ing the river, which had been advanc- 

ing an inch an hour at Nashville, took a 

sudden jump and at2 o’clock was rising two 

and three-quarter inches. By 4 o'clock the 
rate had been lessened to one inch. At 6 o'clock 
the rate was the same. This continued till a late 
hour. At II o'clock tonight the gage reads 
forty-six feet six inches, bemg five and 
one-half feet below the greatest flood ever 
known. Rain teil here this morning for five 
hours. The weather is now quite cold. Sev- 


enty-five horses were removed today by steam- 
er trom the race-course, which is overflowed. 


The signal-service observer predicts an 
additional rise of three feet, which 
may be increased by more rain. The milis of 


Prewitt, Spurr & Co., Sutherland & Co., the 
Edgefield & Nashville Manufacturing Co., the 
Cooperage Co., and the Indiana Lumber Co., 
are menaced by the river. Within the flooded 
district there are at least 400 houses sub- 
merged, and each hour increases the number. 
Hundreds of families baye removed to the 
upper stories of their dwellings, and others 
are preparing to abandon their homes. Two 
street-railroad lines suspended operations to- 
day, the track being under water for some dis- 
tance. The backwater extends north to the 
race-track, south to Summer street, east to the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad shops, and 
west to the Northwestern Railroad trestle. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 4.—The river here 
continues to rise two inches an hour, and 


has reached the houses at the foot 
of Sixth street, running the inbab- 
itante out. No damage reported yet. 


The Kentucky and Big Sandy Rivers are still 
rising from beadwaters, and much loss of lum- 
ber is reported. At midnight the river here 
will reach twenty-seven feet, and much uneasi- 
ness is felt. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 4.—The river at 
this point bad been falling rapidly for two 
days. Rain, however, is falling fast, and the 
stream is now rising. It is feared abother 
Hood will be upon the city within the next 
twenty-four bours. 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 4.—The Mississippi 
north of St. Louis will remain stationary, 
south of that city it win rise de 
cidedly, submergmg the lowland districts. 
The Obio River north of Louisville will 
fall slowly; south of that city a dangerous rise 
will occur, submerging iow districts, 
which, united with the freshet approaching 
the mouths of the Cumberiand and Tennessee 
gory Beton cause serious danger in the vicin- 
ty 0 airo. g . W 

MONTREAL, Que., Xpril 4.—Advices from all 
parts of the province report great damage by 
the floods. Never before bas the water risen 
so hieb and caused so much damage. The ice. 
in Pike River above Bedford became 
jammed and a torrent of wator 
poured down Main street, flooding the first 
floors of private houses. The Grey Nuns will 
be heavy losers by the damage to their con- 
vent, which was inundated and seriously daw- 
aged by ice. The water rose so rupidly that the 
sisters and the pupils were compelled to 
rush upstairs to save their lives. A rescuing 
party was organized and they were taken from 
the windows and conveyed to dry land. The 
farmers lost their live stock, the water rising 
so rapidly that all they could do was to save 
themselves. 


THE UNREST OF LABOR, 


Employer and Employein Various Sections 
of the Land Looking at a Great Problem 
Through Different Glasses. 

Detroit, Mich., April 4.—|Special.|—Four 
weeks ago the ironworkers at Wyandotte in 
the employ of the Eureka Company organized 
themselves into an assembly of the Knights of 
Labor and the following day were discharged. 
Tne Knights resorted to peaceable means to 
adjust the difliculcies. A settlement was ef- 
fected, the company recognizing the right of 
the men to join the Knights of Labor. 

A year ago the wire-weavers employed by 
the National Wire & Iron Works of this city 
were reduced 20 per cent. They recently or- 
gan‘zed a union, and gave notice to their em- 
ployers that they would no longer work for the 
low rates. They gave the company two days 
to restore the old rates, and on refusal yester- 
day thirty-five of the men walked out. 

ToRrONTO, Ont., April 4.—The Grand Trunk 
employés at Hamilton have decided not to 
strike, but to accept the company’s terms for 
the present. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 4.—The shoe manu- 
facturers and the members of the local, assem- 
Llies of the Knights of Labor engaged in the 
sboe trade here have signed an agreement for 
the year 1886. The agreement provides for a 
board of arbitration to settle all matters. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 4.—The street-car 
strike bas ended in a comprom'se, drivers of 
bob-tails to get $2 aday and conductors $1.75. 

At a meeting of second and third pool coal- 
miners at Schryocks, Pa., last night it was de- 
cided to strike Wednesday unless the operators 
advance the rate for mining coal shipped by 
railroads one-quarter of a cent per bushel. 
The advance has been promised for May 1, but 
the miners want it at once. 

Traffic was resumed on all the street-car 
lines but one this morning at the terms agreed 
upon at yesterday's conference. The Oakland 
Company has not signed the agreement and 
the men will not return untili they do. 

Boston, Mass., April 4.—The journeymen 
tailors will strike tomorrow in the shops which 
have not agreed to pay the demanded advance. 

New YOrK, April 4.—Five hundred journey- 
men bakers last night determined to strike 
May 1 for twelve hours’ work five days a week, 
fourteen Saturday, and to board where they 
choose. 

Younostown, O.. April 4.—The engineers 

on the Pittsburg & Lake Erie Railroad have 

asked that their pay be advanced from $3.25 to 
$4 per round trip and that of the firemen from 
$1.50 to $2.

Several 
hundred people remained in the building from 
the afternoon service, and by 6 o'clock near- 
ly every seat was occupied. By haif-past 6 
peopie were standing, and fifteen minutes later 
the entrance doors were closed and no more 
people were admitted. At 7 o'clock there must 
have been 5,000 people massed along State and 
Twenty-fourth streets, balf of them under the 
impression that the doors had not yet been 
opened, and the other halt belleving 
that through some providential circumstance 
they would be ableto gain admittance. Ali 
the cars going north and south from the rink 
were as thoroughly packed as if the meeting 
had just been dismissed, and entirely by peo- 
ple who had despaired of getting into the 
Casino. A careful estimate places the number 


greater throng than was able to hear the last 
sermon of this series of revival meetings. 

The sermon was of a different character than 
those usually delivered by Sam Jones in the 
presence of large crowds, and there was little 
in it to excite the levity of those present. It was 
decidedly theological and abounded in the pa- 
thetic. During the early portion of ite delivery 
the entire audience was annoyed by the cries 
of an infant possessing a strong and enduring 
pair of lungs, but towards its close there was 
a hushed stillness throughout the entire bulld- 
ing, not even the spasmodie coughing so prev- 
alent in large gatherings being noticed. 

The after service consisted of the same cere- 
monies mentioned before, and beyond the fact 
that the number of converts about equaled 
Friday night's work, there is very little to add. 
Mr. Burke, the leader of the choir, rendered a 
solo in very good style, while the singiag of 
the choir held about 5,000 people in the build« 


Ing. 

The Treasurer of the Executive Committee 
was somewhat disappointed that the collection 
in the afternoon did not exceed $900, and sur- 
prised again when he discovered that $350 
had deen collected at the night service. 
This makes a total of $1,250 for 
the day, to which willi be added about $2.800 
more and the whole presented to the two re- 
vivalists.

Only some haif- 
dozen women fainted during the revival, a 
very remarkable circumstance, all things con- 
sidered. There were forty ushers employed 
under the direction of O. H. Horton and Caryl 
Young, who also had the entire management 
of all arrangements.

THE ELECTION TOMORROW. 

It will simply be unpardonable if the reg- 
istered Republicans do not go to the polls 
tomorrow. Everything has been done for 
them -which they asked. The polling-places 
have been removed from the doggeries. 
Honest clerks and judges have been ap- 
pointed. ‘The hours have been so fixed that 
crooked work cannot be done under cover of 
darkness. ‘The ballot-boxes cannot be stolen 
or tampered with. The gang cannot manip- 
ulate the votes, count them, or declare the 
result. The old conditions which made it 
impossible to elect honest, reputable Alder- 
men are äll removed. All this having been 
done, the Republicans of Chicago are on 
their honor to go to the polls and vote. They 
have a law which will prevent fraud, and 
the law will be enforced. If the boodle 
gang is returned to the Council again it will 
be because the Republicans and decent Dem- 
ocrats have not performed their duty after 
the power has been placed in their hands to 
elect honest men. If by their neglect the 
gang holds on to its seats and resumes its 
plundering of the city they will have no right 
to complain. 

The precincts are now so small that the 
place of voting is close to every registered 
voter’s residence, and there will be no deten- 
tion and waiting in line and very little chal- 
lenging; there will be no rowdyism about 
the polls; roughs and toughs will have to be 
civil or go to the lockup. Everything will 
be conducted soberly, decently, ana legally. 
Only those entitled to vote by law will be 
allowed to cast their ballots. No excuse of 
any kind longer exists for abstention: Let 
every registered voter go and do his duty. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

After all the improvement in business 
during the last year and a half prices are 
still low, trade lacks buoyancy, and much 
doubt as to the future exists among business- 
men. Many who had expected lively times 
this spring are already disappointed and say 
that the revival of business” is a failure. 
But their disappointment has no adequate 
ground. It arises from exaggerated ideas of 
the reaction that should follow the dullness 
and decline we have had since 1881 and from 
an indefinit feeling that there ought to be as 
much of a recovery in merchandise as there 
has been in the stock market. We 
have heard little of late about the ‘evil 
of overproduction,” but the effects of 
overproduction are still manifest. ‘There is 
a sufficient supply of the various articles that 
people buy and sell to Keep prices near the 
low level they reached during the period of 
the greatest depression. This is a fact of 
which not enough account is taken by those 
who have looked for an advance such as we 
had in 1879. The period of stagnation that 
preceded that year left the country bare of 
many of the most necessary articles. Hun- 
dreds of mills had been closed and thousands 
of laborers had been idle for a long time. 
The last period of depression was much 
shorter and the curtailment of production 
much less severe. The reaction will there- 
fore naturally be less pronounced. Further- 
more, immigration is now on a comparative- 
ly small scale. There was a great rush to 
this country just after the resumption of 
specie payments, it is evident, then, that 
traders will have to be content with a mod- 
erate movement; but to suppose that this 
means anything radically wrong in the eco- 
nomic condition of the country is a mistake. 

While there were many regretable inci- 
dents in connection with the labor troubles 
last week, the public mind was relieved to a 
great extent of the tear of a general out- 
break. It was but a short time ago that the 
apprehension of strikes and violence all over 
the country appalled capitalists and restrict- 
ed business. It is now felt that the leaders 
of the Knights of Labor are opposed to ex- 
treme measures, and that with concessions 
on both sides we may get along without any 
further serious jar. This is an important 
gain. The fact that the worst apprehensions 
as to the labor troubles have not been real- 
ized has already had a good effect. Manu- 
facturers who have heretofore conducted 
their business timidly are talking with more 
confidence, and the temper of trade, particu- 
larly in the West, has improved. There isa 
very good demand for iron, and coal shows 
more firmness than for a long time in spite 
of the higher prices. It now appears proba- 
ble that a combination of the companies will 
be formed. The trade in dry goods is fair, 
though there is considerable complaint as to 
prices. In other commodities there is no 
material change, The insolvency record for 
the first quarter of this year is certainly very 
gtatifying by comparison with that of corre- 
sponding periods in previous years, The 
number of failures was 3,203, with la- 
bilities of $29,000,000, against 3,653, with 
liabilities of $46,000,000, in 1885. 

The stock market waits on the news in 
regard to the labor trouvles and the wire- 
pulling of the members of the various 
railroad pools, but it shows remarkable 
strength considering the many influences 
that would naturally depress it. The 
fierce cutting of rates on the North- 
western roads has not depressed the stocks 
very much, and the reports that the trans- 
continental quarrel is near settlement have 
stimulated the buying of some securities to 
a marked degree. The list responds to bull 
news readily and to bear news but slightly. 
The effort to get up a scare in the money 
market has proved a fiasco. Last week’s 
statement of the New TLork banks 
shows that those institutions have of 
late been pursuing a conservative policy. 
The surplus reserve, which had been de- 
creasing millions per week, then declined 
only about $800,000, and there is every prob- 
ability that there will be an actual increase 
in it this week. The loans have been re- 
duced nearly $10,000,000 in a fortnight. It 
is a matter of curious interest that a year 
ago the bears called attention to the enor- 
mous reserves of the banks as an argument 
in their favor, while they now say that the 
small reserves are sure to force a lower 
range of prices. The rates for mereantile 


| Joans are a little Stronger, and the funds of 


well employed. The money markets on the 
other side of the Atlantic are not in a par- 
ticularly satisfactory condition. There is 
considerable anxiety in France growing out 
‘of the bad state of the Government finances 
and the indifferent prospects of the Pauama- 
Canal scheme. In London capital goes beg- 
ging, but the reserve of the Bank of England 
is below the 40 per cent it is considered ad- 
visable to keep on hand. But foreign ex- 
change is at a point where it does not pay to 
ship gold from this country, and we are 
therefore not greatly affected by these things. 


JUDGE BAXTER’S SUCCESSOR. 

The death of Judge John Baxter of the 
Sixth United States Judicial Circuit pre- 
sents an unexpected turn in the Government 
proceeding against the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany. The Government suit was begun a 
few weeks ago in Judge Baxter’s court at 
Columbus, O., and his death makes it cer- 
tain that the trial must be had before a suc- 
cessor as yet unknown. There were special 
reasons why, after mature consideration, 
the Government attorneys decided to bring 
the suit against the Bell Company before 
Judge Baxter. No telephone cases had ever 
been considered in his court, and hence he 
could come to the consideration of the Gov- 
ernment suit with a mind un- 
biased by opinions previously formed. 
Moreover, Judge Baxter was noted for 
fearlesness and independence—qualities that 
distinguished him as a Tennessee Unionist 
during the War and throughout the turbu- 
lent period of reconstruction, and which were 
displayed also in his service on the United 
States bench. Instead of attempting to avoid 
responsibility by timidly quoting and follow- 
ing the decisions of other courts, Judge Bax- 
ter was inclined to strike at the merits of 
every case and declare his opinion without 
fear or favor. For these reasons he was 
peculiarly fitted to hear a matter in which 
other courts had been imposed upon by col- 
lusive cases and induced by the connivance 
of parties to establish unsound precedents, 

The Bell Telephone Company was very 
much displeased with the selection of Baxter 
as the Judge to try the Government suit, and 
at once announced its determination to have 
the case transferred to some of the Eastern 
courts, those of Massachusetts being pre- 
ferred. The wisdom of the Government at- 
torneys In selecting the place of trial was 
well attested by the protests of the Bell Com- 
pany that Judge Baxter could not have juris- 
diction ot the controversy. It was settled 
that the first effort of the telephone company 
would be to secure a change of venue, but 
since Baxter’s death it appears uncertain 
whether that policy will be followed. Mr. 
Cleveland is now called upon to appoint the 
Judge who will try this important case, and 
itis conceivable that a selection might be 
made entirely acceptable to the Bell Company 
and the Western Union. These corporations 
would not of course expect to secure the ap- 
pointment of a corrupt man as a United 
States Judge, nor under the circumstances 
could they ask Mr. Cleveland to select a 
person identified heretofore with railroad, 
telegraph, or telephone interests. The most 
they could ask would be the appointment of 
aman lacking in self-reliance and with a 
chronic habit of following precedents wheth- 
er they are right or wrong. The two great 
defendant corporations in the Government 
suit certainly have every reason to labor for 
the appointment of such a man to succeed 
Baxter. With such a Judge on the bench 
they might be able to secure a ruling in ac- 
cordance with the doctrines declared hereto- 
fore when the courts were misled by col- 
lusive pleadings and false admissions. The 
death of Judge Baxter at this time is pecul- 
larly unfortunate, and in naming his suc- 
cessor Mr. Cleveland cannot exercise too 
much care. He must expect that his selec- 
tion will be very closely scanned.

EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT IN BOSTON. 

The Mayor of Boston, who is a Democrat, 
has vetoed an ordinance adopted by the Com- 
mon Council fixing eight hours as the limit 
of a day's labor for all workmen employed 
directly or indirectly by the city. The 
Mayor's first objection to the ordinance is 
that it comes in conflict with a State law au- 
thorizing the several officers and boards of 
the city to make all necessary contracts for 
the employment of labor, the supply of ma- 
terials, and the construction, alteration, and 
repair of all public works and buildings.” It 


law. empowered the boards to make all 
necessary contracts” it was intended that the 
Council should restrict them to agreements 
ofa certain kind. The Mayor shows that 
the purpose of the law was to make 
the various officers ant executive boards 
the immediate agents of the city in purchas- 
ing supplies and making contracts for labor, 
and for this purpose giving them direction 
and control of all administrative and execu- 
tive business,” This amendment to the city 
charter was adopted for the express purpose 
of taking the contro] of administrative busi- 
ness from the Common Council and placing 
it in the hands of the Mayor and the heads of 
departmehts. It is clear that under this pro- 
vision the Council has no authority to re- 
strict heads of departments to eight-hour 
contracts in the employment of labor. The 
Corporation Counsel fully sustains the Mayor 
in this view of the law. 

As another reason for vetoing the eight- 
hour ordinance the Mayor showed that it 
would greatly increase the expenses of the 
City Government, and in fact could not be 
carried out unless the present law fixing the 
limit of taxation should be repealed. He 
submitted careful estimates from the heads 
of departments showing that the eight-hour 
system would call for an additional expendi- 
ture of $1,467,753 per annum, the items 
runifing as follows:

LABOR TROUBLES IN THE SOUTH. 

The Southern papers are much occupied 
with the labor troubles ” among the blacks. 
It does not appear that the negroes are 
waging strikes or boycotts, interrupting rail- 
way commerce. destroying property, or mak- 
ing riotous assaults upon persons who desire 
to work. The sole complaint is that the 
blacks are so discouraged with the poor re- 
turns from their plantation labor that they 
refuse to work more than alf time—a state 
ot affairs not surprising if it be true, as is 
claimed by good authority, that the average 
plantation hand gets no more for six days’ 
work than for three. The miserable system 
of keeping the blacks in debt to their em- 
ployers and paying them exclusively in gro- 
ceries and orders on stores at excessive prices 
seems to be the root of the discoptent. Ina 
recent article discussing the labor problem in 
the South the Savannah (Ga.) News says: 

It is noticeable that there is comparatively 
little fault found with negro laborers by those 
who work them in gangs and pay them in cash. 
The complaints come chiefly from the agricult- 
ural districts, where the laborers get little or 
no cash. They are paid in provisions and in 
orders on stores. They object to receivmg 
their wages in that way, but their employers 
baveu't the cash. The prices they pay for 
what they get leave them nothing at the end 
of their year’s work. They discover that they 
are no better off whether they work six days 


in the week or three, and so they work only 
euough to get what they want to eat and wear. 


And yet the South is dissatisfied with a 
class of laborers who organize no conspira- 
cies or révolts, but simply refuse to perform 
work for which they can get no pay, If a 
laborer, white or black, can gain only a mere 
subsistence and receive no more for six days’ 
work than for three it is reasonably certain 
that he will work only half-time. It is re- 
markable that anything else should be ex- 
pected, The same paper says: 

Ask a railroad-man what he thinks of negro 
labor and he will answer that it suits him. It 
is cheaper than any otber labor that be can 
get, and it serves his purpose. There is no 
doubt that negroes who are paid promptly and 
in cash give far better satisfaction than those 
who see littie money from one year’s end to 
another. 


The Southern negroes work under a sys- 
tem which would not be tolerated by labor- 
ers of any other race in this country. An 
attempt to bring any class of white men 
under the same system of wages would just- 
ly lead to insurrections, but the negroes make 
no other resistance than the refusal to work 
without pay. When paid cash and not kept 
in debt to their employers they are as satis- 
factory laborers as white men of asimilar de- 
gree of intelligence. If the Southern ne- 
groes were treated with reasonable fairness 
they would be the most contented laborers 
in this country, and the South almost entire- 
ly free from labor troubles. The wage and 
credit system of the South springs froma 
desire to keep the blacks in a condition of 
virtual slavery to their white employers and 
render them incapable of obtaining more than 
a bare living. It is strange indeed that such 
a state of affairs has had no worse result 
than to encourage idleness among the ne- 
groes. 


Dorn isa rather pretty name, and it is 
quite in the natural order of things that the 
Senator from Oregon should be the champion 
of woman's rights in the Senate. With bis 
record on the measure, and his name, how Sen- 
ator Dolph would run for President were suf- 
frage universal! How be would smash a John 
Smith! 


Ir requires twenty minutes to call the roll 
of the National House of Representatives. 
Some one bas suggested that this dreary routine 
work should be done away with, and some in- 
ventor has suggested a plan for instantaneous 
voting; but be suggestion does not seem to 
have been received with much favor. Why 
should it not be? What is there in the way of 
having the Les or “No” of all members re- 
corded simultaneously and in such manner 
that buta few moments will be required in 
computation of the total? Indeed, the total 
result might also be indicated automatically. 
Such a device would be no great feat as com- 
pared with inventions, now common, of count- 
ing-machines and cash-regvisters. It could be 
so devised that each member, by pressing upon 
one of two buttons on his desk, could vote 
„es or No,“ as pleases him, and the vote 
appear upon an anrunciator at the Clerk’s 
desk—the record in duplicate also showing to 
him at a giance if his vote had been recorded 
correctly. The time saved by some such de- 
vice as this would amount to a great deal dur- 
ing a single session of Congress. 


Witn their record known, can such men 
as Hildreth, Cullerton, Whelan, Sanders, and 
others of their type in the Council be reélect- 
ed? Is there award in the city where the 
„tough“ element is in such majority that a 
reputable Alderman is not wanted? 


A DISHONEST man, with the confidence of 
and influence among his fellow-workmen, 
ought to be able to make money out of the 
boycotting business. It has come to light late- 
ly in New York, where a court was applied to 
tor protection, that one man had paid $100 to 
appease a boycotting committee, and that now 
another boycott was threatened, which, it bad 
becn intimated to him, could be avoidedif he 
paid $1,000,

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JAY GOULD PLAYS ANOTHER TRICK ON 
WALL STREET. 


He Exhibits His Remarkable Knowledge of 
Men and His Magician-Like Skill in Mis- 
leading Them—The Far-Reaching Effects 
of the Present Strike—General Condition 
of Stocks—A Glance at the Old World 
Bourses. 

New York, April 4.—[Special.|—The Times’ 
financial article says: Monday morning the mar- 
ket oboned I to 2 per cent higher than it closed 
Saturday. This was on the announcement 
that the agrike on the Southwestern system had 
been settlod, as per tne conference between 
Mr. Gould and Mr. Powderly Sunday morning. 
The announcement must have been cabled to 
London Sunday night, because the London 
prices came in very high, and our market 
merely opened at the level already made on the 
other side. There was a rush to buy stocks, 
but it was soon discovered that stocks were 
supplied in plenty to all comers. They were 
supplied so freely that in the majority of cases 
the opening prices were the highest of the day; 
and wien in the afternoon Mr. Gould came out 
with his statement that he had been misunder- 
stood, and that he had not consented to Mr. 
Powderly’s proposals, a chil] came over Wall 
street. If the Knights of Labor felt that they 
had been sold they did not feel more so than 
did tne fellows who had bought stocks. The 
prevalent idea was that Mr. Gould had 
played one of his usual astute tricks; but 


P it was effective for its purpose, By noon 


Monday the strikers had been reduced to a 
loose mob, because hundreds had applied for 
work and been taken in at once, and having 
once resumed work they would not go out 
again. This completely divided their forces, 
and it weakened the men who still stood out, 
for so long as all had stood united, strung up 
to the resisting point and prepared for what- 
ever the fight might threaten, they knew where 
they were; but when the order came from 
their leaders to resume work, because 
Mr. Gould bad accéded to their demands, 
the attitude of mental antagonism was 
thrown off, and once unstrung men do not 
readily get back again to where they were be 
fore. As to the lawless outbreak in Texas, that 
is butan incident of the affair. Mr. Gould 
mereiy exhibited once more his remarkable 
knowledge of men and his magician-like skill 
in misleading them. Had old Commodore Van- 
derbilt been in his place his mdomitable tem- 
per and outspoken character would have led 
him to say yes or no in the plainest terms, and 
either concede frankly what was asked or tell 
the delegates he would see them blanked first 
While the strike lasted and the movement of 
trains over the whole Missouri Pacific syste m 
was brought to a standaiil, interior points 
which depended upon the roads for transpor- 
tation were made to feel something of the ef - 
ects of afamine. Their supplies were cut off, 
and as the stocks.in store diminished by con- 
sumption there was no replenishment: and we 
bear Of the people of one town turning out 
with flags and a brass band to meet the incom- 
ing of the first freight-train they bad seen in 
three weeks. If one could take bis stand on 
some lofty point which commanded a view 
of the surface of the whole continent, be 
would see a sight of busy communities, dense 
at certain points and loosely spread between, 
touching and retouching at angles and out- 
skirts, and everywhere the activity of life sus- 
tained by the constant moving of trains 
threading their way in and out, taking up here, 
putting down there, ever in motion, circulating 
like the blood through the human system, and 
performing the same functions of maintaining 
healthy life. Such a strike as that we have 
bad on the Southwestern system, paralyzing 
all movements, produces a sortof atrophy of 
the parts immediately affected, and as in 
a limb which has been injured in this way, it 
requires some time, even after the blood has 
begun to circulate again, for a complete res- 
toration, so it will require some time for the 
Soutbwestern section to recover from 
the injury, and the whole system of 
the country to get into wood condi- 
tion agaio. Thinking men in Wall street 
see this, and they are not deludimg themselves 
with the idea that the effects of sue labor 
troubles as we have bad—as, indeed, we are 
still having—pass away with the day. Some 
of their effects have yet to be 
felt, and will manifest themselves most acutely 
when, as was said last week, the time comes 
for making up the yearly or haif-yearly ac- 
counts for dividends and interest. 

There bas been very little in the stock mar- 
ket during the week to indicate that large 
operators think this a faverable time to buy 
stocks; but much to show that operators who 
were carrying considerable amounts have been 
selling. Rumors were current in the street 
yesterday of trouble of some kind im- 
pending over the market, but it was 
impossible to trace it. The average 
movement of stocks has been almost even, 
that is, some have gone up and others gone 
down, so that. striking a balance for the week 
onagiven numberof active stocks, we find 
them at the close yesterday only fractionally 
below where they opened Monday. It was 
given out one day that the transcontinental 
dispute had been absolutely settled, and on 
the strength of this Union Pacific touched 50 
and Pacific Mail 54, which about gives us the 
measure of what a settlemént—when it is 
reached—may be expected to do. On the 
other hand, Lake Shore and Lackawanna have 
weakened, aud St. Paul also. The sell- 
ing of these stocks yesterday was 
very large, and it was noticed that 
a great deal of the selling was done seller 3.“ 
This gives the seller the option of delivering 
the stock to the buyerany time within three 
days, and the option is generally exercised to 
carry the delivery of the stock over some such 
emergency asthe closing of the company’s 
books. In the case of the Lackawanna sold 
yesterday there was nothing. vf this kind, and 
the seller 3°" meant immediate delivery. 
Most of the stock was sold on this option and 
deliveries made immediately, showing that 
whoever was selling wanted tho cash right 
away. It was said that Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
were the sellers, but this was only sur- 
mise. Lake Shore also came out in large 
quantities and, now that the books have closed 
tor the election, the actual deliveries of stock 
sold recently (and borrowed for delivery mean- 
time) will probably disclose who among the 
large holders bas been running. Some have. 
that is certain; for while the stock is down 10 
points from ite highest this year, and two or 
three very short lines in it have been closed 
out, yet the stock is still pressed for sale, and 
while its price declines in the market there is 
an apparent scarcity of it in the loan crowd. 
This is a sign, nine times out of ten, that 
actual holders are selling, and borrowing for 
delivery to create the impression that the sell- 
ing is merely a bear operation. 

Considering that the prospect o? a dividend 
being paid on Lake Shore is fading away into 
the vague future, holders may be very willing 
to sell out at these prices, and some time or 
other New York Central must follow suit. It 
is s'mply impossible that a stock which is only 
paying 4 per cent and earning less can continue 
to sell above par, as it is doing now; se'ling 
even above the price of the 4 per cent perpet- 
ual bonds which come ahead of it. The Erie 
seconds, too, are selling at prices which it seems 
incredible can be much longer maintained, 
for, allowing that the present management of 
the Erie Road is a good one, the actual condi- 
tion of the company is better than last year 
malaly in the tact that it has made auother 
loan. It is the earnings of these properties 
which is the trouble, for the expectations 
founded on the West Shore settlement and the 
consequent advance of through rates bave 
certainly been disappointed. The earnings are 
not what it was hoped they would be, and it is 
suspected now that the members of the great 
syndicate which effected the West Shore 
settlement are and have been steadily 
unloading.

Here, for instance, is Mr. Reginald Brett, a Lib- 
eral Member of Parliament, who used to be 
Lord Hartington’s Secretary, asserting that if 
Mr. Gladstone brings forward a scheme for an 
Irish Parliament ‘and supports it by asserting 
bis belief in the trustworthiness of our Irisb 
fellow-subjects,. no one Scquainted with the 
constituencies can doubt that he would pre- 
vall. But it in order to “gild the pill“ or 
“grease the wheels,” he should insist on buy- 
ing out the Irish landloids with British money, 
bis plans will fail, as they will be received by 
the vast majority of (British) taxpay- 
ers and voters with derision.’’ But 
by all odds the most sensational 
contribution to the discussion is the letter of 
Sir James Caird to the London Times and the 
comment of that journal on the communica- 
tion. Sir James Caird is regarded in England 
as an almost infallible authority on agricult- 
ural suojects, and a statistician of unerring 
accuracy. His letter to the “ Thunderer "’ 
therefore has attracted the attention of every 
Britisn taxpayer, and its effect has been start- 
ling. He warns the English Phillistines that if 
they permit their money to be used in buying 
out broken-down Irish iandloréds they are 
likely to lose jt—**a 32 of it (Irish land) 
at any price would certain loss. he says, 
because in the case of the great ma- 
jority of Irish holdings it is absolutely 
impossible for the tenants to pay any 
rent whatever. Here are bis exact words: 
»The land in Ireland is held by two distinct 
olasses of tenants—the small farmers who pay 
rent from £1 to £20, and the comparatively 
large farmers who pay rent from £20 upwards, 
Of the first clase there are 538,000 holdings, 
averaging £6 each, of the second class, 121,000 
holdings, averaging £56 each. The rent pay- 
uble by the first class 1s 28. 572,000; and by the 
second class £6,845,000. Five-sixths of the 
Irish tenants thus pay about one-third of the 
total rental, and one-sixth pay nearly two- 
thirds. If the preagnt prices of agricultural 
produce continue, I should fear that from the 
land beld by the large body of poor farmers in 
Ireland any economical rent bas for the present 
disappeared. 

If this is not a complete justification of Mr. 
Parnell's estimate of the price of Irish sma‘! 
holdings—‘‘the prairie value — What is it? 
Michael Davitt has made no such radical state- 
ment. The letter of this practical English 
economist is in effect a no-rent. manifesto is- 
sued to Irish small farmers trom the British 
Tory camp. It will be surprising if it is not 
more effectual than the one issued from K. 
mainhbam Jail by Mr. Parneil five years ago. 
Perbaps even more startling than the letter it- 
self is the comment of the principal organ of 
the Irish land lords, the Times, on the letter. 
That journal solemnly asserts, It is not too 
much to say that che rental of the 528,000 hold- 
ings is practically irrecoverable by any- 
body, whether landlord, English Government, 
or Irish Government.” And in warning the 
British taxpayer not to purchase it emphasizes 
those words by saying that as ‘one-third of 
the total rental is worthless ab initio, and the 
other two-thirds are obviously liable, apart 
from all political difficulties, to indefinit de- 
preciauon, Sir James Caird is fully just.fied in 
concluding that ‘there can bo no adequate se- 
curity given at present by the land of Ireland 
for such a stupendous advance by the British 
people’ aseven on the lowest estimate Mr. 
Gladstone’s scheme involves.“ Yet the Times 
and the British press continue to urge evic- 
tions in Ireland, and rail at Chief Secretary 
Morley because he has suggested that the mili- 
tary should not be placed at the service of the 
jandiords in carrying out what Mr. Gladstone 
has called sentences of death on tenants 
who, according to the landlords’ own advocaces, 
cannot possibly pay. But the English have 
never been very logical in their dealings with 
Ireland. Some things are definit!y settled by 
this new discussion, however. The Irish land- 
lords ere doomed, and if Mr. Gladstone's plans 
fail, evictions must cease or the Iris will be 
justified betore the world in resisting them to 
the death.

WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


Receipts and Shipments at Minneapolis and 
Duluth—What the Mills Are Doing. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 4.—|Special.|— 
There were 153 cars of wheat in sight today on 
all the roads destined to Minneapolis and due 
to arrive tomorrow morning. The number on 
track in this city this morning to be disposed 


of was 376. The receipts of wheat for the 
week have been 697 cars, against 777 cars for 
the corresponding week a year ago. The ship- 
ments have been 167 cars. against 105 for the 
same time in 1885. The shipments of flour for 
the week aggregated 119,946 barrels, against 
110,194 barrels for the same ‘time last year. 
The local consumption of wheat for the week 
bas been, approximately, 610,000 bushels, which, 
added to shipments—93,380 bushels—amounts 
to 703,880 busbels, against 390,220 bushels re- 
ceived, showing an actual reduction in local 
stocks of 313,060 bushels for the week. But 
the visible supply statement for Minneapolis 
wiil, it is expected, show less than 100,000 bush- 
els decrease, as the mills have been grinding 
so largely from side-track and from private 
storage. The Duluth increase will be about 
400,000 bushels. During the week just closed 
there have been seventeen mills running two 
days and eighteen for four days, with an av- 
erage daily grinding capacity of 26,200 barrels. 
The output of flour will, however, not be above 
22,000 barreis. Prospects indicate fully as 
great an amount of work next week.

[GREECE READY 70 


A TALK WITH HER PREMIER AND HIS 
PREDECESSOR ON THE SUBJECT. 


They Insist that Turkey Shall Surrender the 
Territory She Has Usurped on the Front- 
ier—The Sultan’s Soldiers Think They 
Can Reach Athens in Fourteen Days— 
Prospective Naval Battles—The Great 
Powers. 

ATHENS, April 4.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—Tomorrow the exciting 
debate continues in the Chamber of Duputies 
between the Premier and the ex-Premier, 
whose interviews have already deen sent you. 
Tomorrow's sitting will de particularly inter- 
esting on account of the Premier's bilis 
for promoting and recalling military officers 
and admitting foreign officers to commissions.

The Economo paper 
bere attacks both statesmen and calls for a 
new leader of the nation. 

M. Delyannis unites in bis own person the 
functions of Prime Minister and Minister of 
Finance, while his predecessor governed the 
country for three years as Premier and Min- 
ister of War. The former's task was, perhaps, 
the” easier, as it is simpler to raise 
an army than to its expenses, 
But M. Tricoupis was untiring in bis effort sto 
create an army worthy of the name, and his 
inauguration of a short term of service of one 
year, by which the entire able-bodied male 
population could be made available, put a 
weapon ready-made into the hands of Delyannis, 
of which he promply took advantage, That 
Greece can put 100,000 men in the fieid with 
four classes of reserves yet to call upon, 
is in great part owing to the efforts of M. Tri- 
coupis. : 

I asked M. Delyannis today whether recent 
events bad in any way modified the attitude of 
any one of the powers toward Greece. 

I percieve no change,”’ was thé reply, “and 
am still under the impression made upon me 
by the collective note of the six Powers in Jan- 
uary. Ihave roceived no further commani- 
canon from them on the subject.“ * 

Can the situation be prolonged in its pres- 
ent condition?’’ 

It cannot be prolonged much longer. The 
season is favorable for field operations, and 1 
think the time for action is not tar off. What is 
the grievance this country complains of ? The 
frontier of 81.“ pointing to the map. The Ber- 
lin congress voted us a certain frontier, which it 
recommended to both Turkey and Greece, a 
frontier line in the Valleys of Punacus and of 
Kalamas. But the treaty of Berlin com mis- 
sioned the great Powers to undertake the task 
of indication in case the two States concerned 
could not come to a satisfactory con- 
clusion. Turkey and Greece discussed the 
question during 1878 and 1879, but could not 
come to an agreément, whereupon Greece asked 
for the mediation of the Great Powers. Six of 
the Great Powers met in the persons of dele- 
gates at Berlin in 1880 and traced the line 
of frontier pow claimed by Greece. They 
notified the Greek and Turkish Governments 
to inform them whether they would accept the 
line of frontier traced by the delegates or not. 
Greece accepted, but Turkey gave no reply. 
Then the six Great Powers invited Turkey to 
accept the line traced at the conference. 
Turkey refused. Then the six Great Powers 
suggested a more southerly frontier to Grecce. 
The latter accepted but reserved ber rights. 
Now Greece demands the restoration of the 
frontier previously agreed upon. Would no 
smali concession short of this satisfy Greece?“ 
Nothing. Greece needs a strategic frontier, 
which now sbe has not. The line of Berlin, to 
be restored, takes us nearer to Macedonia. 
Turkey’s frontier, under the new arrange- 
ment, would not be an exposed One; one slope 
of Olympus would fall to Greece, the other to 
Turkey.“ 

Does Turkey know what the exact demands 

of Greece really are?“ 
_ “Sbe does. It was formulated in two circu- 
lar notes I addressed to our diplomatic repre- 
sentative at foreign Courts in October and 
December, 1885. If Turkey cared to open ne- 
gotiations she would sbow a willingness to 
make concessions. What we desire is nothing 
but che rectification of the frontier approved 
and suggested by the Great Powers them- 
selves.”’ 

„ What is the length ot the actual frontier?“ 

„About 320 kilometres.”’ 

Are these not what military men, call de- 
files—are not the portions of territory where 
an invading army can force an entrance lim- 
ted? 

They are.“ 

It the Great Powers withdrew their pres- 
sure would hostilities begin at once?’’ 

They would. We have the right on our 
side. The world cannot have laid aside all 
sense of justice. We are not seeking conquest, 
but ourown. Though the Governments of the 
six Great Powers have given us no encourage- 
ment, this Government has bad many expres- 
sions of sympathy from private individuals 
of these countries, from Italy aud from France. 
The present attitude of Great Britain is a sur- 
prise to those in this country Woo remember 
Lord Rosebery presiding at the meetings of 
the Philhelienic Society in 1878 and 1879, and 
know Lord Kimberly, Mr. Chamberlain, and 
Mr. Trevelyan as leaders in the Philbellenic 
movement.“ 

Is the army thoroughly provisioned and 
equipped?” , 

„The army is well provisioned and is suffi- 
ciently well provided win ammunition.”’ 

is it true that your chief reliance, in the 
event of war, will be on torpedé boats? 

„It is. We have six sea-goimg ones of the 
newest and most improved pattern. The En- 
glish Admirai, Lord Jobn Hay, saw them when 
on their way bere and spoke in the highest 
terms of their efficiency.” 

Tuis ended the interview. Later I had one 
with M. Tricoupis. I asked him whether 
Greece would, in the event of hostilities break- 
ing out, wage an aggressive war or remain 
purely on the defensive. 

It we are preparing for war it is evident 
that the war may be an aggressive one, but 
before we take that step we must well weigh 
the probabilities of success.”’ 

„Would Greece care to treat directly with 
Turkey without the mediation of the friendly 
Powers?“ 

“Oertainly. Greece would be happy to have 
a favorable solution of the question without 
coming to blows. Greece has always pre- 
ferred to be on friendly terms with her ueigh- 
bor. As regards treating directly with Turkey, 
Greece would certainly prefer it, but her ex- 
perience bas shown her that Turkey is not 
sincerely disposed to treat with Greece.“ 

„How about mediation?’ 

„Mediation by ali the Powers means nothing, 
as the conflicting interests of these Powers are 
such as to render a common action on their 
part nugafory; but mediation by one Power, 
whose interests might coincide with those of 
Greece, could prove etfective.” 

**What power?” 

‘*] would very muc bhave liked it to have been 
England, especially under an Administration 
presided over by Mr. Gladstone. But unfort- 
unately this statesman, since the*beginning 
of the Bulgarian crisis, bas followed a line of 
policy proving that nothing must be done in 
favor of Greece at the present moment. Even 
Lord Salisbury might have looked favor- 


ably on the aspirations of Greece it 
he had not followed Mr. Gladstone's 
lead in his policy toward the Eastern 


nations since the Bulgarian movement. 
Whatever may be thought of the relative 
strength of Greece and Turkey, nobody can 
doubt that we are in position to prevent any 
attack on our own ports by Turkey. The 
progress of torpedo warfare has been of the 
greatest advantage to Greece in this regard.“ 

„ What is the financiai outlook? 

„ At this moment Greece has at her dis- 
posal some 30,000,000 drachmas in bank-notes, 
with enforced circulation, and the last Parlia- 
ment passed a law allowing Greece to coutract 
a loan of 100,000,000 drachmas.“ a 

„ Some say that the Turks are trying to gain 
time. Is thistrue? If so, Why?“ 

„do not believe that the Turks are trying 
to gain time. I am even of the opinion that 
they would, if they had not been encouraged 
by the Powers, have shown more readiness to 
make sacrifices in order to come to such an 
understanding with Greece as would render 
war unnecessary.” 

Is there not a kindly feeling in Greece to- 
ward France for taking no part in the naval 
demonstration?” | 

„France, by not joining in the naval demon- 
stration, can now render greater services in 
favor of peace than if she had done so, because 
advice coming from a Power which does not 


threaten may be taken as friendly 
interest; coming from Powers which 
may accompany their advice with 


naval demonstrations, it can hardly de 
considered as inspired by anything else than 
the interest of these Powers, whatever they 
choose to say about the friendly intentions 
under which they wish it to be believed they 
are ac ting. 

‘What is supposed to be the attitude of 
Russia? The telegrams give a denial to the 
statement that Russia has withdrawn from the 
common naval action of the Powers.” 

* Whatever may be the truth of that tele- 


| gram, it is muck more lixely that Russia has

„Greece is on the most friendly terms with 
Servia and wishes her well. We do not enter into 
questions affecting her internal policy, but if 
it be true that M. Miatovioh is to be the chief 
of the new administration we would see tim 
in office with the utmost pleasure, as we enter- 
tain the highest opinion of bis character and 
capacity.“ 

How about Austria supposed desire to go 
to Salonica?” ~* 

“If Austriais only aiming at commercial 
advantages in Salonica such aspirations could 
be fully satisfied, but if ter views are of a po- 
litical character the question takes quite a 
different aspect, as we consider Salonica in- 
separable from the Hellenic race.” 

M. Delyannis informed me that, without 
counting the last two classes called, Greece has 
78,000 men under arms. No more men were 
wanted for the navy, as ail the vessels had 
their full complements. I learned from other 
sources that the Greek forces in the first 
line on the frontiers number about 50,000, 
but travelers who recently returned from 
Thessaly report that fresh troops are being sent 
north at the rate of,about 300 aday. The 
Turks bave about 120,000 men on the frontiers, 
with about the same number in reserve. A 
friend of mine who met Von der Goitz 
Pasha at the house of a mutual friend 


in Constantinople just before I sailed told 


me that Von Der Goltz promised the Sultan to 
reach Athens in fourteen days if the Turks re- 
ceived orders to advance. This might be prom- 
ising more than he could fulfill, as the country 
between the defiles and Athens is in many 
places flooded. From sources inimical to Greece 
Jam told there is lack of ammunition and of 
mules for transportation. Greece intends to 
strike her best biows with her navy. The 
Greek may be inferior to the Turk as a Sol- 
dier, but as a sailor he has few supe- 
riors. Greece has two good ironciads, 
the Olga and the George; besides two wooden 
corvete and the famous torpedo-boats in the 
Bay of Salonica. Tne Turks have but one 
good ironclad; the others are old, and the 
Greeks count upon the Sultan being too.timid 
to let his seven ironciads anchored off Con- 
stantinople leave the Bosphorus.

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THE SKATING-RINK CRAZE, 


It Has Received Its Death-Thrust, but Its 
Originator Lives and Flourishes on His 
Rapidly-Earned Harvest. 

There is a town in Indianacalied Muncie. It 
is a county-seat and presides Over the local 
territory known as the bailiwick of Delaware. 
In the burg referred toisa very quiet, unas- 
suming citizen, and not one mau in 10,000 
would imagine fora moment that here lived 
and lives a man to whom a goodly portion of 
the United States bas been paying tribute for 
four long years. He is one of the principal 
patentees of the roller-skate, and every youth 


and every maiden who bas glided around on 
the smooth and fascinating floor has left a 
donation to fill his coffers. The stipend was 
small, but the aggregate was immense, and 
today the lucky inyentor is worth not less than 
a million dollars. 

He still pega on, however, in the even tenor 
of his way, and there is neither varinbleness 
nor shadow of turning. He bas the dollars and 
proposes to keep them. The query naturally 
arises as to whether the unknown Hoosier was 
liable to be a Vanderbilt, @ Gould, a Hunting- 
ton, a Garrett, or even a Phil Armour or Alex. 
Mitchell. After a careful examination of the 
surroundings it would appear that the bottom 
of the skating-rink craze had fallen out, and 
that with it bas dropped the great profits on 
the roller patent. Like the revenue on the 
toy-ball or the snap sieeve-bution the gleanings 
have been minimized, though in the meantime 
hundreds of thousands of shining shekels have 
beea gathered in. 

All in all, the history of the s«ating-rink is 
one of the most wonderful in the story of 
amusements. Not less fascinatmg than the 
waltz or the galop, there was enough about the 
voluptuous motion and easy gliding of the 
practiced skater to charm even the most prud- 
ish. The outcome seems little less than mar- 
velous. In every little town and bamlet rinks 
sprang Up as numerous and vigorous as musb- 
rooms on the east front of Lincola Park under 
the brisk action of a late September frost. The 
cities followed quickiy, and from Maine to Ore- 
gon the whirr of the roller-skate was silent 
neither by night or day. There was actually 
no rest. Matrons of years mature, maidens of 
years very immature, youths to whom the idea 
of a mustache was a mystery, little girls and 
boys—to the latter it being a harmless amuse 
ment—patronized the rink. 

The craze reached Chicago early, as every 
innovation does, and costly rinks were erected 
in each division and the outlying suburbs. A 
street-car stable was burriedly changed into a 
**spinning-place,”"’ a costly building was put 
up by a great clothing-man on one of the 
boulevards, and in yet another section changes 
were made in a resort where the good evan- 
gelist is now holding forth and saving sinners. 

Why, then, came the collapse will naturally 
be asked? The press and the pulpit accom- 
plished it. There was too much license. The 
proprietors of these places—many of them 
utterly unprincipled—would hire“ profession- 
als and professors. According to the 
custom in vogue, these men, being accom- 
plished skaters, could salute any lady on the 
floor and act as her escort. No introduction 
was necessary, and such being the freedom, 
there was seidom objection to the casual ac- 
quaintance. The result was inevitable. The 
festive professional ran off witb the married 
woman who sbould have known better, and 
the exercise was varied occasionally by an 
escapade with a young girl who bad even less 
than tne average amount of sense. Two of 
the leading rinks in Chicago are for rent, and 
the mau in Muncie who gathered in his gains 
is presumably in great luck. The harvest is 


over. 


IE FAR WEST. 


A Pilot’s Rough Experience—More Mormons

A Statement from the General Board of 
the Knights of Labor Stock-Jobbing 
Schemes Condemned. 

St, Louis,. Mo., April 4.—Mr. Hayes, the 
third member of the General Executive Com 
mittee, Knights of Labor, arrived here 


tonight, giving the committee a quorum. 
Shortly after Mr. Hayes arrived the 
General Committee went into  seoret 


Session with local committees and gave the sit- 
uation a very full and exhaustive discussion, 
weighing all facts and giving all the points 
careful consideration. Tne meeting lasted 
until after midnight, when a statement was 
given out in which the following appears: 


The General Board believes that the refusal (the 
refusal of the railway officials to arbitrate) was 
for the purpose of stockjobbing, using the organi- 
zation as a veil to further their ends. We therefore 
recall the order given the men to return to work 
the road having made it impossible to fulfill the 
same. The matter now stands, as it did before the 
order to resume work was issued, in the bands of 
those districts interested, and the Genera! Board 
will render all assistance to carry out the demand 
of men for justice.

CHICAGO CHURCHES. 


The Rev. Mr. Goss’ Sermon to the News- 
boys and Newsgirls. 

At the Chicago Avenue Church last evening 
the Rev. Mr. Goss preached a sermon in be- 
halt of the girls and boys of the streets who 
sell newspapers and black boots. Mr. Goss 
thought that it was bard enough that children 
should be obliged, at early ages, to work in 
mills and factories for eleven hours out of the 
twenty-four; still in such places they were 
taught to acquire habits of industry and they 
became more or lessa respectable element of 
society. But the newsboys and girls in the 
Streets, he said, were coming criminals. 
The factories destroyed the bodies of the little 
children, but the streets ot the great cities all 
over the worid destroyed their souls. He said 
that in 1851 there were only twenty venders of 
newspapers in the streets of London. 
He was not sure of his statistics, but he un- 
derstood that there were in the City of Chicago 
today from 1,000 to 2,500 homeless newsboys— 
as many souls as there were in many a pros- 
perous country village or in areviment of 
soldiers—for either of which there were spe- 
cial laws, but there were no laws for the pro- 
tection of the newsboys, who, homeless, wan- 
dered from city to city, poorly clad, poorly fed, 
and filthy, pawning their clothes for food of 
the meanest character, and living ‘ike animals 
without industry and without thritt. 
spending their leisure, which was the 
greater part of their time, in low saloons, low 
theatres, and bouses of ill-fame—the boys be- 
coming thieves and the girls prostitutes. 
Among them, he added, were many organized 
gangs of thieves who sold papers only as a 
blind, as, for instance, the Cadger boys and 
the German gang.“ averaging 14 years of 
age. Many of them were * window kids or 
apprentices of burglars, squeezed into houses, 
for purposes of stealing, through small open- 
ings like Oliver Twist. He told a story of a 
“big. fat policeman’’ chasing a little 
fellow who had stolen a coat anda pair of 
boots. Finally overtaking him, the police- 
man caught him by the collar; but the gamin 
quickly slipped out of his coat and ran off with 
the boots. He was particularly scandalized by 
Goodwin & Co.’s advertisement of their 
cigarets—a chromog of Bougereau’s ** Nymphs 
and Satyr” placed in winduws for these boys 
and girls to look at. 

There were, be related, but two institutions 
in the city where any attempt was being made 
to reclaim these children; one was the ** News- 
boy’s Home“ and the other the “ Sabbath- 
school in the old Chamber of Commerce; but 
where they reciaimed one another stepped in 
and took his place. He said that the City 
ought to step in and say. These children are 
mine; bands off, I will take care of the m! 

In conclusion Mr. Goss outlined a plan that 
be thought would serve. The eity should es 
tablish large schools in central localities for 
these children just asit had schools for the 
children of the well-to-do; and from this schoo! 
they should go on to teach them some trade, 
and they should be kept at work studying when 
not selling papers, which took but little of 
their time. He suggested that a savings-bank 
be established for them and some system of 
punishment devised, as our laws could 
not deal with children under 10 years 
of age. He earnestly advocated the enact- 
ment of some law probibiting girls from selling 
papers on the streets, and he thought that 
some discrimination should be made by the 
city in favor of the homeless and crippled 
newsboys—their licenses shouid be presented 
to them. 

„God,“ he said, *‘holds cities responsible, 
just as he does individuais.”’ 

After the sermon Mr. Daniels, Superintend- 
ent of the Newsboys’ Sunday-School at the old 
Chamber of Commerce, made a short address, 
and his little daughter, a girl of 12 or 13, sang 
a song dedicated toa reformed newsboy, now 
a successful and promising young clerk. 


„Municipal Government and Misgovern- 
ment.“ 

“Municipal Government and Misgovern- 
ment was the subject of a pow- 
erful discourse delivered at the West- 
ern Avenue Methodist Church last 
evening by the pastor, the Rev. W. H. Burns. 
The address might bave been as aptly entitled 
“The Liquor Traffic,” for this was the sole 
theme discussed, it being to the evils 
resulting from this traffic and to the 
saloonkeeping influence in municipal politics 
and administration that Mr. Burns attributed 
all, or virtually all, of the corruption of this 
and other city governments. The text was as 
follows: 

Wo to him that buildeth a town with biood and 
establisheth a city with iniquity. Habbakuk, II., 12. 

Mr. Burns began with an argument that the 
wickedness of great cities as compared with 
country districts of proportionate population 
the aggregate of crime from the former being 
so much greater than from the latter 
was largely due to the character 
of the City Governments. The great modern 
increase in the percentage of the criminal 
classes tothe whole population he attributed 
greatly to the same cause. 

Jam ashamed to say it, but it is a fact.“ 
Mr. Burns went on, “there are no worse 
City Governments in Christendom than 
there are in this great Republic. Our City Gov- 
ernments are infamous, and this great city of 
ours is no excepaon. How can we account for 
this? I will account for it in my own way, 
which is with a few axiomatic truths which 


strike at the root of the evil. I 
hold all our evilg are fundamental. 
My first self-evident assertion is that a 


good government rests on the intelligence and 
morality of the community; any government 
that does not rest 02 these must be an evil one 
—to a large extent an infamous one. This 
city’s government is in this sense infamous. 
It rests on the saloons—it is the creature of 
saloon influence. Primary, caucus, polling- 
place—these are generally located at saloons; 
officers are chosen in saloons to suit the saloon 
element; everything in city politics seems to 
circle around the saloons—they are even 
chosen as the places to make presentation 
of gold watches to police Judges. The saloon- 


keeper. is our king maker. Wo to 
the party who does not accept his 
candidates and obey his dictates. And this is 


true not only of Chicago, but of Buston, New 
York, Philadelphia, and, in fact, of all the 
great cities of the nation. When you get 4,000 
saloons with a hold of the government they'll 
run the city to suit themselves and their busi- 
ness.” 

Mr. Burns propounded other axioms of po- 
litical economy as texts for varied argument 
in favor of a complete annibilanon of the po- 
tent liquor trade. Until this is brougbt about 
be has little hope for the purificauon of munici- 


pal politics.

The school election in the Stock-Yards Dis- 
trict of the Town of Lake Saturday does not 
by ahy means indicate the result in the charter 
election tomorrow. The school election was 
held under the old law, as the district em- 
braces part of Hyde Park. The charter elec 
tion will be beld under the new law. The 
enormous vote polled—6,300—indicates a more 
extensive use of the franchise than will be 
permitted tomorrow. The total registration of 
the town is but 7,500, and it contains nine oth- 
er districts besides the Stock-Yards one. A 
vote of 6,300 in the latter would warrant a vote 
of 15,000 in the whole township. The school 
election, however, indicated a very large ca- 
pacity for blundering on the part of the mana- 
gers of the Reform party, which is not reas- 
suring to the supporters of that political or- 
ganization, and which will doubtless have its 
effect tomorrow.

IOWA LEGISLATURE. 


Another Day Spent in Fruitless Efforts to 
Locate the Soldiers’ Home. 

Des Mornes, Ia., April 3.—The Legislature 

has spent the entire day in joint convention 

trying to fix the locanon of the Soldiers’ Home. 


When adjournment was taken at 6 o’<iock this | 


evening fifty-one fruitless ballots had been 
taken. It seemed at that time practically 
impossible to agree on a place. 
There was a small number of members op- 
posed to any location, and by the shifting of 
their votes about together with the natural 
dispersion of the votes no choice could be 
secured. The voting today was about as devoid 
of special significance as it was yesterday. 
Marshalitown, Burlington, Cedar Rapids, and 
Colfax were the favorits, but some other towns 
developed unexpected but temporary strengtb. 


Thus, Jefferson on the thirty-third ballot had 


48 votes, When 63 were necessary to a choice. 
Decorah on the thirty-second ballot had 40 
votes. Sac City on the twenty-seventh ballot had 
49 votes, Webster City on the twenty-ninth bal- 
lot had 40 votes, while McGregor had the same 
number on the following bailot, and Mason 
City bad the same number on the twenty-fifth 
ballot. But although these figures were the 
highest cast for any locality on those particu- 
iar ballots, these towns were dropped at once 
and bad nothing tospeak of afterwards. Cedar 
Rapids showed a decided gain today, and on 
the thirty-fourth bailot had 59 votes when 
63 were necessary. Burlington's bighest 
vote was reached on the = forty-third 
ballot, when it received 62 votes out of 138. 
Marsbalitown’s highest vote was on the forty- 
fourth ballot, when it received 59 votes of 
137. Colfaz's highest vote was 40 out of 117, 
on the thirty-ninth ballot. After stopping for 
supper balloting was resumed at 7:45. After 
taking the sixty-first ballot at 11:15 o'clock the 
joint convention concluded that it would be 
impossible to agree upon a location by ballot, 
and so dissolved without making a choice.
